world. There are now 270 vessels in
commlission [n the United States navy
where at one time, In Washington's
administration, there was not one,
Of these there are 13 battleships of
the first and socond elass, carrying
runy into whose mouth this country’s
first and only “commuanderin-chief of
the navy,"” Esek dopkins, might easlly
have hidden his disgraced head when
an outriged continental congress sum-
marily dismissed him.

It was in Hampton Roads that the
rst  chapter In the world's history
of\iron ods' was written. It wus
in Hampton Itoads that the nation
:athered 16 of her finest sea fighters
ready for a trip of nearly 20,000 miles
Where the Merrimae swung clumslly
acroes the channel long ago and drove
terror to the hearts of seamen who
had never yet seen such a monster,
iron clads as graceful and as swift as
grevhounds have come and gone &ll
summer until they have hocome a a
millar sight, Among these I8 the
Minnesota, the largest of Unele Sam's
hlg buttleships, and next only in size
to the Dreadnaught, which King Ed-
ward of England launched with such
pEremMOnyY o year or go uago, and to
the Sutsuma, Japan's new monster of
the deep.

SCHEMES FOR MONEY-MAKING.

Alleged “Clubs” That Operate to the
Loss of Their Members.

Buying of goods from a distance has
a charm for some people that In many
cases proves expensive. “Flelds are
green far away,” and It 13 too often
that fads are responsible for many
things that work ugainst the Interests
of the individual. Opposition shonld
be given to every plun and scheme
that works toward the Impoveristing
the smaller towns, and which work
againgt thelr progress, 1L is only by
combutting the eoncentration of capl-
tal in the large finaneial centers ecan
the rural towns be Kept up t{o the
standard that they should have.
These smalk towns depend upon the
businegs of the merchants for their
Hie, and when this business is divid-
e¢d, the town is made so much the
poorer and kept from advaneing, Here
is where there is justification in advis-
ing against the patronnge of go-called
“elubs,"” which agree tqg send premi-
ums to the getter-up of orders for thelr
wares, The secret of the “elub” busi-
ness lles in the selling of large lots
of goods to indivdual purchasers and
giving a premium, representing the
lot as valued at twice the amount paid
tor It. The truth is, shiould the pur-
chaser go to the average merchant,
and desire the same class and quan-
tity of goods and pay cash for the
sume, the saving in dollars and cents
to the purchuser would enable him or
her to buy a better piece of furniiure
or other prize than offered by the club
conceru.

Cash Vs. Credit,

A cash transuactlon is more desirable
thian a eredit one, If customoers would
only pay the small town maerchant
cash for all things purchased, the
game as the depurtment stores and
mull order houses in the large cities
require, there would be no reason why
gouds could not be sold ut lower
prices. It is the constantly turning
over of the money invested In busi
ness that makes the profit for the
merchunt. This Is one of the reasons
of the success of the biy city concernsa,
Few farmers when they sell their
crops are willing ro wait six months
for their pay. Why then should the
small merchanut n the town be asked
to do so. If he has the ready eash to
discount his bills, he will he enabled
to sell his goods at a lower margin of
prafit,  He cannot have the ready
money to do so if he does a gredit
business.
